We ran across a theatrical curiosity 
a few days ago, says J. Vivian in Le 
Petit Pnrlsien. 
It was one of those 
occasions of innocent pleasure which

restoration — the 
ventriloquist, 
Nicholson. 
Nicholson always began his perform­ 
ance with an act that made a great 
sensation. 
He appeared to be on the 
point of reciting a poem, but had bare­ 
ly opened 
bls mouth when 
voices 
seemed to come from all parts of the 
house, interrupting him. 
For instance, 
there would be a lively argument be­ 
tween a spectator who was supposed 
to be In a balcony and some Imaginary 
person In the orchestra; then an alter­ 
cation would arise In the wings. 
Fi­ 
nally, the star would reveal the fact 
that he was doing all the talking him­ 
self. 
In his memoirs Nicholson discourses 
on ventriloquism as a fine art, one of 
the first masters of which was Bra­ 
bant. Francis I’s valet de chambre. He 
insists that 
the ventriloquist 
must 
maintain himself at a high level of 
morality. 
By virtue of the fact that 
he displays a sort of miraculous pow­ 
er, he must enter upon his career only 
with honest Intentions. 
Nicholson prided himself on the fact 
that on several occasions, thanks to 
his art, he succeeded in winning back 
frivolous 
minds 
to 
right 
thinking. 
Thus, once, when he was a guest at an 
Italian monastery, it appeared to him 
that the monks were concerning them­ 
selves too much with material things 
and were more careful of their per­ 
sonal well-being than their spiritual 
grace. He decided, th e refo re, to give 
them a warning. 
One day on a chapel a weird voice 
was beard complaining in mournful ac­ 
cents. It was apparent to the terrified 
monks that a former prior who had 
died long since in the odor of sanctity 
was warning them from his tomb that 
they were threatened with the eternal 
flames. 
The conversion was complete 
and edifying, he assures us. 
Nicholson also maintained that ven­ 
triloquism could be a consolator In time 
of trouble, A young woman had been 
married to a naval officer and was In 
despair because 
a 
long 
time 
had 
passed without any word from him. 
Informed of the facts the worthy Nich­ 
olson imitated the voice of the absent 
husband, giving cheerful messages and 
thus reassuring the lamenting spouse. 
“The young woman,” he declares, “was 
miraculously cured.” 
He Insists that 
she was actually threatened with mad­ 
ness and that this malady was averted 
bv the supposed voice of her husband. 
The ventriloquist does not tell us, 
however, whether the wandering sailor 
ever returned.

The incubator 
is kept darkened after pipping starts 
to avoid toe picking. A thermometer 
Is placed in the nursery and lf the 
temperature is found to be below HH) 
degrees there, the chicks are not al­ 
lowed to drop down until about titty 
have hatched, then removed and the 
door wedged open slightly 
to 
give 
more 
air 
and 
“harden 
them 
off.” 
Chicks are removed to the brooder In 
baskets with warmed 
cloths 
below 
and above the chicks. 
Preparing Brooder. 
The brooder Is prepared by obtain­ 
ing a uniform temperature of IOC* de­ 
grees. 
Dry sand is placed one Inch 
deep around the heater to the edge of 
the hover. A strip of roofing Is run 
around 
the 
hover 
eighteen 
inches 
from the edge. Within this, fine litter 
Is tramped until it forms a steep slope 
from tile paper to the edge of the 
sand.

Nine times out of ten a house or 
barn will please and serve better if 
you build it on paper first. 
And now. 
while your evenings are better fitted 
to building on paper than on 
rh- 
ground, plans for that new barn or 
slied, or for remodeling the house, car 
go on apace.

Wood, brick, tile and concrete are 
not very plastic, and mistakes in ping­ 
ing them are harder to change than 
when the same mistakes are made on 
paper. 
Often, say farm engineers, In 
buildings not well laid out on paper, 
tile chimney has a queer way of com­ 
ing up in the middle of a bedroom. 
Or the stairway may turn out to he 
nearly as steep as a ladder. 
Again, 
kitchen windows may happen so near 
the floor that it will be Impossible to 
put u table or sink underneath them.

Celluloid is an artificial substance 
m ade by mixing gum camphor, gun 
cotton and other substances and then 
subjecting them to hydraulic pressure. 
A kind of celluloid was .made in IWW 
at Birmingham, England, but the In­ 
vention of ordinary celluloid is usu­ 
ally credited to John W. Hyatt of New­ 
ark, N. J., who with his brother devel­ 
oped an Important industry. The exact 
process of celluloid 
manufacture 
is 
a trade secret. 
One method Is rough­ 
ly as follows: 
Dry guncotton is well 
washed and dried 
and ground line 
under water, after which the water is 
removed and the mass subjected to 
great pressure. 
Then camphor and 
coloring m atter are added. 
Celluloid 
Is used as a substitute for Ivory, bone, 
hard rubber, coral, leather and many 
other substances. 
It is not explosive, 
but easily lighted and burns rapidly.
